THE OLD TALE OF THE 
Ii 


By th«* Associated Press 
WINNIPEG, Man., Oct. 9.— Vilh- 
jalniur Stefanson, the noted Arctic 
explorer 
who 
returned 
from 
the 
polar regions several 
months ago 
and who spent the summer in the 
Canadian Rockies writing a book, 
is returning to Ottawa to urge the 
federal government to favorably con­ 
sider his recommendations for rein­ 
deer and musk-oxen ranches in the 
unsettled regions of Northern Cana­ 
da. 
Stefanson spent several weeks in 
the Northwest territory on his way 
back to civilization. He holds that 
the country is perfectly adapted to 
the reindeer and musk-oxen industry 
and declares that the government 
(not only can use this plan to open 
this territory to settlement but that 
i it can put reindeer meat on the 
market and help reduce the high cost 
of living. Much of thj* unrest in 
1 Canada has officially been charged 
to 
soaring 
prices 
for 
necessities, 
particularly food and clothing. 
‘It’s an old story— the tale of the 
t reindeer in Lapland.’* said Stefan- 
; son upon his arrival here from Lake 
Louis. “Chicago packers often boast 
jthev eau every part of the hog, in­ 
cluding the squeal. Why, Laplanders 
had this idea a thousand years ago. 
The reindeer provides them 
with, 
food. fuel, clothing, household ma-\ 
terials and implements for hunting. 
“The United States 
government 
has already recognized th® industry 
and is importing reindeers to Alas­ 
ka. This move has been undertaken 
partly in the interest of the Eski­ 
mos. Their ordinary means of earn­ 
ing a living have been wrecked by 
Anglo-Saxon competition. The Am­ 
erican government started the in­ 
dustry with 1,280 head of reindeer 
and at present I understand they 
have 200,000 head, notwithstanding 
the fact that 20,000 carcasses are 
used for food annually. 
“Approximately 1,000,000 squard 
miles of virgin country in the won- 
jderfully 
watered Canadian 
North­ 
land is available for this industry. 
In a few years we could have mil­ 
lions of these valuable animals. It 
is quite possible to keep 50 animals 
foil a square mile of this land.
